EdUor$ Oeutlemen: Your di*- 

patoh and othera set this burgh in a blaie 
of exeitement. The cannon al the arsenal 
roared awaj faster and louder than erer. 
The hills echoed and re-echoed the sound. 
The general belief was that rebeldom had 
plajed itself out. The Jftwt in the evening 
brought more details, which were sought 
fof ^th a most voraoious appetite. 

\ ou will see the routine of business in the 
proeeedings. 

Quite an apparition was seen in the House 
to daj. To the surprise of all parties, Oen. 
Desha, of Harrison, walked in unheralded. 
It is well known he left this Slate shortlj 
after the first session of the Legislature, 
and has been in Dixie ever since. 

After a short interval, he rose to a ques- 
tion of privilege. He slated how he had 
gone home, and used all his eflPorts to allay 
the e^tement there. He was taken ill, and 
shortly after arrests began to be made. He 
was persuaded by those he held dearer than 
life to seoreie himself, to avoid arrest. He 
was informed that his house was surrounded 
by fifty armed men. To secure his personal 
liberty, he had left the State. He went to 
Abiogton, V'a., and thence to Tennessee, 
where he had remained till last Tuesday, 
when he started for home, and reached 
Frankfort last night. He had avoided all 
acts and all organizations against his State, 
and had transgressed no law. He asked for 
a committee to investigate aoy charge 
against him. 

Be was informed, however, that a com- 
mittee had acted on his case, and finding no 
evidence against him, beyond his absence, 
had asked to be discharged, and that there 
was no charge against him; that if it were 
his request, a committee would be raised, 
but it was not deemed

\ The breaking out of n formidable iasur. 
recUon, based on a conflict of political ideas, 

I being an event without precedent in the 
United States, was necessarily attended 
with great oonfusion and perplexity of the 
' public mind. , 

. Disloyalty, before uniuspeoted, suddenly 
became bold, and treason astonished the I 
whole world by bringing at once into the { 
field military forces superior in numbers to l 
the standing army of the United States. ! 

Every department of the Government was 
paralyzed by treason Defection appeared I 
in the Senate, in the House of Representa- 1 
tives, in the Cabinet and in the Federal I 
courts. Ministers nnd oonsuls returned from 
foreign countries to enter the insurreotion- I 
nry councils, or land or navel forces, j 
Commanding and other officers in the army I 
and in the navy betrayed the councils or 
desert el their posts for commands in the I 
insurgent forces. Treason was flagrant in > 
the revenue and the postoffioe services, as 
well as in the Territorial Governments and 
In the Indian reserves. 

Not only Governors, Judges, Legislators 
and Ministerial officers in the Slates, but 
even whole States lushed one after another, 
with apparent unanimity, into rebellion. 

The Capital was beleaguered, and its eon- 
neolion with all the States out off. £ren 
in the portions of the oountry which were 
most loyal, politioal oombinaiions and ao- 
oi^iiea were found farthering the work of 
disunion; while, from motives. of disloyalty 
or onpidity, or from excited passions or 
perverted sympathies, individuals were 
I'ound furnishing men, money, materials of 
war and supplies, to the insurgents’ military 
and naval forces. Armies, ships, fortifica- 
tions, navy yards, arsenals, military posts 
and garrisons, one after another, - were be- 
trayed or abandoned to the insurgents. 

Congress had not anticipated and so had 
not provided for tha emsrgeney. The 
municipal authorities ware powerless and 
maotive. The Judicial machinery seemed 
as if it had been designed not to sustain 
the Government, but to embarrass and be- 
tray it. 

Foreign intervention was openly invited 
and industriously instigated by the abettors 
of the in&urreotion, and it became imminent, 
and has only been prevented by the practice 
of strict and impartial justice, with the most 
perfect moderation, in our interoourse with 
other nations. The public mind was 
alarmed and spprehenaive, though fortu-* 
nately not distraoled or disheartened. It 
seemed to be doubtful whether the Federal 
Government, which one year ago had been 
thought a model worthy of universal aocept* 
anoe, had, iadeed, the ability to defend and 
mainUia iuelf. Some reverses, which 
peihaps were unavoidable, suffered by 
newly levied and insuQioient forces, dis- i 
oouraged the loyal and gave new hopes to 
the insurgents. Voluntary enlistment 
seemed to cease, and desertions commenced. 
Parties speculated upon the queetion 
whether conscription had not become 
necessary to fill up tha armies of the United 
Stales. 

In this emergency the President felt it his 
duty to employ with energy the extraorUina. 
ry power which the CensUiution confides to 
him in oases of insurrection. He called into 
the field such military and naval forces au- 
thorized by existing Uws as seemed necessa* i 
ry. He directed measures to prevent the use 
of the postoffioe for treasonable correspond- 1 
enoe. He subjected those going to and from ' 
foreign oountries to a new passport regula- 
tion; and ha instituted a blockade, suspend^ 
ed the habtaa corpus in various places, and 
caused persons who were represented to | 
him as being engaged, or about to engage, in { 
disloyal aud treasonable practices, to bs | 
arrested by special civil as well as mill- | 
tary agencies, and detained in military 
custody, when necessary, to prevent them ! 
and deter others from such praotioes. Ex- 
aminations of such cases were instituted; 
and some of the persons so arrested have 
been discharged, from lime to lime, under 
oiroumsianoes, or upon ooadilions, com* 
patible, as was thought, with the public 
safety. Meantime a favorable change of 
public opinion has ocenrred The line be- 
tween loyalty and disloyalty is plainly 
defined. The whole atmoture ef the Govt 
erument is firm and stable. Apprehen- 
sions of public danger, ant facilities for 
treasonably praotioes, have diminished with 
the passions which prompted the heedless 
person to adopt them. The insurrection is 
believed to have oulminated, and to be de- 
clining. 

The President, in view of these facts, and ! 
anxious to favor a return to the normal 
course of the administration, as far as rs* 
gards faith and the public welfare will 
allow, directs that all politioal or Slate 
priaouers, now bold in military custody, be 
released on their subecribing a parole en- 
gaging them to render no aid or comfort to 
enemies in hostility to the United States. 
The Secretary of War will, however, in his 
discretion, except from the effect of this 
order any persons detained as spies in the 
•ervioe of the insurgents, or others whoso 
release at the present moment may be 
deemed incompatible with the public safety. 
To all persona who shall be so released and 
shall keep their parole, the President grants 
an amnesty for any past offenses of treason 
or disloyally which they may have com 
mitted.

Hilton Hear, S. C , Sunday, Feb. 9, 
1862. — On the 21st day of January, the 
embarkation of several regiments ot troops, 
and other active preparations, betokened au 
expedition of some magnitude. The troops 
are under oommaad of Gen. Wright, whilst 
ihe naval force, hoDaisiing of six gunboats — 
ths Ottawa, Sfneoa, Peiumska, Western 
World, Isaac Smith and Ellen — were com- 
manded by CapL Davis. 

The morning ef the 2Gth proving clear 
and propitious— after a period of stormy 
weather of longer duration than any we 
have yet experieaeed here — the ffset aailed, 
and on the afternoon cf the same day oast 
anchor in Warsaw Sound — a large bay which 
makes in South of Tjbec Island. This is 
one of the numeitus outlets from Savannah, 
the one through Which the English steamer 
Fingal endesvorid to make her escape — 
effectually blockaded by the vessels Semi- 
nole and Norwich. During the night sound- 
ings were made, nnd the next morning the 
gunbeats enter«^ Wilmington Narrows — a 
narrow channel which runs within two 
miles of Fort Pulaski and nearly parallel 
with the Savannah river, which it enters 
about three miles nhove Fort Jackson. 

Upon paesing ^rt Pulaski, great bustle 
and activity were observed, as if they were 
endeavoting to gat a heavy gun to bear 
upon this cnannel in order to give us a 
salute as we passed, but our active little 
gunboats were out of ran|e before their 
purpose could be accomplished. 

Following thisriver, which winds through 
flat, swampy laud\ the gunboats proceeded 
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stopped; public disoussien silenced; treason 
* for two or three to me*t together and 
aifengthan one another in their hope of a 
' renteration cf the Union. What censure 
I enn there be upon these men, if loving the 
j UnaoD they despaired of Us preservaUen, 

: and sighed for pence even nt the expense of 
' saorifioiBg their own wishes? They had a 
I right to demand of the Government thnt it 
; ahoold show its ability to preserve the 
I Union before they risked their lives nnd 
fortunes. 

It is this sentiment which makes victories 
important. It is not because men are 
driven or “eoercel” into n friendliness to 
ths Union, but beenuae it is shown that the 
Union can be restored; that It is not an an 
neoassary war wa art engaged in; that the 
Government is able nnd willing to proteot 
them. 

The reoent series of brilliant and unparal- 
leled viotoriea has given n good guarantee 
of this. As our armies proceed southward 
liberating ths people, freeing pubiio senti- 
ment, nnd the powerful engine — the pubiio 
press — they will everywhere meet with 
friends ; man, too, who have been Ssoes - 
sioniata, and either through pride or the 
force of oireumstnnoas have contributed to 
nia the rebellion.

I mained here all night, 
ing, Tatnall’s fleet of five side wheel steamers 
were seen coming down the Savannah river, 
puffing forth volumes of dense black smoke. 

Tney were towing tvro hulks evidently 
intended for sinking somewhere. A strip of 
swamp land, only a mile and a half wide, 
separated them from cur gunboats, aLd as 
they pas-ed within good range, both sides 
were at their guns, eaoh waiting for the 
other to speak first. 

Our officers were anxious for the order 
from Captain Davis to open upon the saucy 
little rebel oraft, but it did not 00 m e, anu a 
shade of disappointment passed over their 
faoes as they saw them passing without a 
shot from either side. But Tatuall had no 
intention of allowing the opportunity to 
pass, and turning back, his little steamer, 
the Savannah, discharged a solid shot, 
whloh fell short. 

This friendly token was replied to by a 
shell from the Ottawa, which liachod thorn, 
but did no damage. It was received with 
grim satisfaction by the officers of our 
other gunboats as the signal for an inler- 
ohatige of shots, aud they opened on the 
rebel fleet with a well directed fire of shells, 
whioh proved very damaging to tnem, while 
all their shot fell short and did us no injury 
whatever. 

Tatanll’a vessel was struck twice, ooot 
amidships, by a shell from the Oaawa, and 
damaged so severely thnt her flag was low** 
ered, and another vessel onmo to her nss:r.a 
ance and towed her off. The other vessels 
were all more or less damaged, many of our 
shells Striking them frequently andsileuoiog 
their fire. They soon withdrew from their 
position, and made their way back to Savan- 
nah. 

The gunboats returned to Warsaw Sound 
the same night. On the morning of the 
29:h, the Q>.Uwa returned to Hilton Head 
with Captain Davis and Qeneral Wright, to 
obtain further orders. General Wrignt has 
since returned to his command — meanwhile 
the expedition is riding at nnohor in Warsaw 
Soliad. 
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It is hard to find 
an instnnoe of such barefaoed audaoity. Had 
I been Auditor or Treasurer, I would have 
seen him further South than Dixie before he 
got his money. 

At the close of proceedings, Ihe Hon. J. 
F. Bell announced, in a brief and appro- 
priate address, the death of the Hon. W. C. 
Anderson. He was followed by Mr. Mor- 
row. in an eloquent and affecting address. 

We know it will be asked what will the 
Legislatnre do about stay laws. It is not 
yet certain what, if anything.

CONVENTION BETWEEN THE UNITED BlA'l B8 
AND CHINA POE THE ADJUSTMENT Of CLAIMS. 



Shamohai, November 9, 1868. 

In order to carry into effect the Gonven* 
vention made at Tien- tain by the High 
Gomtuisiionera and Plenipotentiaries re- 
spectively reprosenclug the United States of 
America aud the Ta Tsing Empire, for the 
salisfaction of claims of American citizens, 
by whioh it was agreed that one fifth of all 
tonnage, import, and export duties payable 
on American ships and goods shipped in 
Amerioan vessels at the ports of Canton, 
Shanghai, and Fuhehau, (0 an amount not 
exceeding six hundred thousand taels, 
should be applied to that end; and the 
Plenipotentiary of ihe United Stales, ao 
tuated by a friendly feeling towards China, 
is willing, on behalf of the United States, 
to reduce the amount needed for suob 
claims to an aggregate of five hundred 
thousand taels, It is now expressly agreed 
by the high contracting parties in the form 
of a Bupplemeatary Convsntion, as follows: 
AETICLB i. 

That on the first day of the next Chinese 
year the Collectors of Customs at the said 
three ports shall issue debentures to the 
amount of five hundred thousand taels, to 
be delivered to suoh persons as may be 
named by the Minister or chief diplomatic 
officer of the United Statee in China, aad It 
is agreed that the amount shall be distributed 
as follows : Three hundred thousand taels 
at Canton, one hundred thousand taels at 
Shanghai, and one hundred thousand taels 
at Fuh-ohau, whioh shall be reoeived in 
payment of one- fifth of the tonnage, export, 
and import dnties on Amerioan ships, or 
goods in Ametioan ships, at the said ports, 
an 1 it is agreed that tUs amount shall be in 
full liquidation of all olaims of Amerioan 
oiiiitns at the various ports to this date. 

In faith thereof the respective Plenipo- 
tentiaries of the United States of America 
and of the Ta-Tsing Empire; that is to say, 
on ths part of the United States, William B. 
Reed, Envoy Extraordinary and Minister 
Plenipotentiary, aud on the part of the Tea 
Tsing Empire —

cil, Captain General of the Plain White 
Banner Division of the Mancha Baunermen, 
and Superintendent of the Board of Punish-

Our diepatchee yeaterday morning elated 
that the Norfolk Day Book of the 18th had 
no aewe of the surrender of F ort Donelaon 
As thie event eoourred on the morning of 
the 16th, and aa Pillow and Floyd escaped 
Saturday night, with %t leMt 6,000 soldiers, 
it is morally impossible that the foot was 
not known in Naehville on Sunday. Pillow 
and Floyd, before their escape, knew that 
the surrender had been decided, and it 
is a lupposahls case that they formed part 
of the oounoil of war, and voted for the sur- 
render. Tbey oould not go to Clarksville, 
Nashville, or any other point, without giv- 
ing an explanation of their leaving Fort 
Doneleon,and unlesa the military authoriliei 
at all points along their route were oool 
enough under the terrible reverse, and deci- 
ded enough to prevent the tfansmission of 
the news, it mail have gone to all parte of 
the South on Sunday or Monday. But Gen. 
Huger, in command at Norfolk, may have 
forbidden its publication in that olty. 

Let the efforts of the rebel leaders be what 
they may, to suppress such dieaetrons tid- 
ingA their utmost efforts oould only for a few 
hoars, a day or eo at meet, delay the pabll- 
oation of the faete, or ramors muoh more 
harrowing and ezolting than the reality; 
and a long eilenoe from Fort Donelaon would 
be interpreted by every one as an omen of 
something terrible. We may take it for 
granted then, that, in cpite of all efforts to 
the contrary, the people of the South are 
by this morning fully advised of the terrible 
defeat to the rebel foroec. 

And what will be the moral effect of this' 
news on the Soothsrn mind? The rebel 
leaders will begin to Mk themselves seriooi- 
ly, whether they oan hops to blind their 
deluded followers any longer to the utter | 
hopelessness of their cause.

Cairo, Feb. 18 — Special to the Chicago 
Tinue. — Col. Baford, with R sin»ll force, 
went down the river on n reoonnoissMioe to- 
dej. When within fonr miles of Columbne 
heavj oannoDniing was heard, not, howev- 
®**» with any regularity Oa moving across 
the river where he oould obtain a view of 
the plaoe, he discovered a heavy cloud of 
smoke covering a large space. Col Buford 
believes the solution of the affair to bo the 
rebels are dismounting their guns and 
blowing up their magazines preparatory to 
evacuating the place. 

A large number of rebel prisoners were 
brought down yesterday. They belonged 
on the Cumberland river, and as they 
passed their homes they looked wistfully 
for some face of reoogniton, under the im- 
pression that they would be paroled. When 
ihey found they were to be sent north they 
were' ready to take any oath. Two-thirds 
manifest a desire to return to their alle- 
giance, and some acknowledged they had 
been humbugged into their present unfor- 
tunate position. Biz thousand prisoners 
have already arrived here. Others will be 
brought down as soon as transportation can 
I be prooured.
